STIIANDED SAILORS 


(By Ansociated Press) 


. Havre. France, July 1—Unwary Am- 
erican seamen in large numbers, who 
carelessly or ignorantly sign faulty 
articles of• employment on'foreign'ves- 
sels are finding themselves stranded 
here without any hope of .getting back 
'home. In many cases jobless and pen-, 
;niloBs sailors have beeri arrested as 
^vagabonds and thrown into 'French 
:jails,' and, according . to. their 
story, 


the same danger threatens them in a 
number of other foreign ports. 


• There has-lately been a disposition, 
.the sailors say among foreign steam- 


ship lines operating between Europe 
and American ports to bring American 
seamen to Europe and drop them, eith- 
er through Talss . representation. or 
misunderstanding on the part of tho 
men when signing the articles. 
In 


some instances the men are careless 
and sign tn a casual ~way,, 
hardly 


knowing 6r caring what they do. Some 
sign for a port, thinking it means a 
round trip and then find themselves 
stranded on foreign soil. 


Finding they have no means to re- 


turn to America, many o£ them appeal 
to the American consulates. But noth- 
ing' can :be done for them except in 
cases of men holding seamen's cards 
In the American merchant marine. 


The T, M. C. A. at Havre has helped 


out a number of men, but the appeals 
liave become so numerous 
recently, 


that the association has reached the 
limit of its funds for such purposes

FACE FOUND ON 


PACIFIC ISLANDS

Honolulu — Traces of a hitherto un- 
known civilization that may have ex- 
isted in the pacific 2000 years ago have 
been discovered on the little islands 
of Nicker and Nihoa in the Hawaiian 
bir~d reservation to the northwest of 
the Hawaiian group proper, according 
to the revelations made by re-turning 
members of a' government scientific 
party which is investigating and sur- 
veying the islands aboard the U. S, S. 
Tanager. 


For centuries past these isolated 


spots have sheltered the secret of ones 
powerful colonies that mny have flour- 
ished prior to the main Polynesian mi- 
gration which resulted in the settle- 
ment of the Hawaiian group, accord- 
ing to A. Ii. C. Atkinson, president of 
the territorial board of agriculture and 
forestry who was one ot the scientific 
party. .

his health' or will live. His "expecta- 
tion of life" is particularly easy to es- 
timate: Substraot his age from SO; and 
if his health is good he will probably 
live for more than two-thirds the dif- 
ference." 


"But is his health good? Is your 


health good?" asks the National Health 
Council. "That is the question!" 


A life insurance company can an- 


swer the question pretty accurately. 
Unless it does so it Is bound to go 
bankrupt sooner or later. So if finds 
out the sort of work you are doing, in- 
quires into your family history, and 
wants to be told what illnesses yon 
have had. Finally it 
examines you 


physically, not merely to find out 
whether you have an unsuspected dis- 
ease whose existence neither you nor 


any one else could know from ordinary 
observation. It considers also whether 
your lungs, heart, stomach, etc, are 
able to prevent "germ" diseases from 
getting a foothold in your body or to 
drivo them out after they have gotten 
a foothold. 


Most persons think o£ death as com- 


ins from one of the great diseases— 
typhoid fever, for instance. 
But 
it 


isn't these that do the real 
damage. 


It's the hidden things that 
weaken 


organs without your knowing it till the 
test comes and you find yourself cle- 
ncys; the infected tonsil? 
that dis- 


cess at the root of a tooth that manu- 
factures the pus that injures the kid- 
news; the infected tonsils that dis- 
charge a pus that causes rheumatism; 
the little lump beneath the skin that 
some day changes into a deadly can- 
cer; the work that strains one's weak- 
est spot till jt gives way, when another 
sort o£ work would do no harm. 


All these things can be and will be 


investigated under the council's plan 
by a reputable physician—by each per- 
son's family doctor, if he likes. 
The. 


council hopes that at least 10,000,000 
persons, say 30,000 a day will have 
themselves examined 
during the 12 


months beginning July 4 next. It is a 
big job; and to make it easier the 
council suggests that every one should 
be examined on his own birthday— 
even those born on February 29, for 
1924 is leap year. 


'This national 
health 
examination 


campaign -will unquestionably marked- 
ly lengthen the average human 
life.

TENNESSEE'TO CONSTRUCT 
ELABORATE WAR MEMORIA 


(By Associated Press) 


Nashville. Tenn.,—A $2,000,000 me- 


morial testifying to the\regard of the 
people q£ Tennessee for her sons who 
gave their lives in the world w*r, soon 
will take its place among tho most 
beautiful and elaborate buildings of 
the kind in this country. 


While the majority of Tennessee's 


troops were returning home from-the 


I greatest war of all history in the year 
1913 and wer ebeing welcomed in the 
larger. cities with fervent celebrations 
and parades, patriotic citizens Inaugu- 
rated a movement designed to preserve 
to future generations a record of the 
contributions and sacrifices these sons 
of the state had made in the gigantic 
struggle for world peace. 


• Patriotism was still at fever heat 


when a measure was brought up in 
the .general assembly to build a $2,- 
000,000 m&morial 
to 
the 
Tennessee 


world war veterans, especially to the 
memory of the Gold Star sons. The 
bill passed easily. 


The state appropriated 
$1,000,000, 


the city of Nashville raised $600,000 
and the county of Davidson put up 
$400,,000 and the post war campaign 
crystallized .into the plans for a struc- 
ture which rirclutocts claim wilt be 
one of the finest and most complete 
in the entire country. 


The structure, according to thl;" de- 


signs will be fashioned after the clas- 
sic Creek Doric order of architecture 
similar to the famous Parthenon, an 
exact replica of which stands in Cen- 
tennial park in Nashviller There is also 
to be quite a similarity between this 
memorial and the now Lincoln'' me- 
morial -in Washington, the architect 
says. 


In the new building there will bo a 


capital annex and a museum annex, 
connected by a memorial court be- 
tween the two buildings and open to 
the skies with an allegorical statue in 
bronze or marble gracing the center of 
the court, and tablets bearing the warj 
records of Tennessee soldiers killed in 
the war upon the vast wall o£ the 
court.
